From it there could be scarcely 
any other impression that when the proposition 
came for a national memorial or memorials, through 
popular subscription, that the funds would be im- 
mediately forthcoming and in abundance in these 
times of boasted prosperity. There was no delay 
in making or acting on the suggestion. 
There was 


to !*: a monument in the cemetary at Canton and a 
more extensive memorial at the national capital. 
Organizations were perfected and extended nation- 
ally, having the formost citizens of the States as 
officers. 
But the money has not rolled up as the 


promoters of the plan had hoped. 
Fresh appeals 


have been made, but with disappointing results, un- 
til now it lias been decided to abandon the Wash- 
ington idea a-, coming from the people, concentrat- 
ing all efforts to carrv out the Canton proposition, 
appealing to Congress to open the national treasury 
to provide fie memorial at Washington. 


And >et this should be no surprising experience. 


No one forgets the efforts that \\ere required to se- 
cure the fund to complete the Grant memorial, at 
New York, or the unsuccessful struggle to provide 
for a permanent "Dewey or naval arch," other in- 
stances as impressive, paralelling the experience that 
is being met in the matter of impressive McKinley 
memorials, can be recalled. It is history repeating 
itselt and is not a particularly proud feature of nat- 
ional reputation at that.
